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Turtle Protection, Ecological Restoration At Butler’s Pond 


The City of Quincy’s 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources (QDNR) is team- 
ing up with the New Eng- 
land Herpetological Society 
(NEHS), the New England 
Wildlife Center (NEWC), 
and the Friends of Butler’s 
Pond (FOBP) to protect 
the turtles of Butler’s Pond 
prior to the start of a large- 
scale ecological restoration 
project there. 

The mayor’s office an- 
nounced the effort in a press 
release last week. 

In April, Quincy City 
Council unanimously ap- 
proved $14 million in 
funding for the dredging of 
3,900 cubic yards of sedi- 
ment from Butler’s Pond 
and the construction of a 
gravel stormwater treatment 
wetland at the north end of 
the pond following comple- 
tion of the dredging. This 


work will restore the pond’s 
natural depth, which will 
strengthen its function as a 
stormwater retention basin, 
as well as improve water 
and habitat quality via the 
removal of decades worth 
of accumulated sediment. 
The hydraulic dredging 
method to be used will pose 
minimal risk to the pond’s 
wildlife. However, as news 
of the planned restoration 
work spread, many folks 
from Quincy and beyond 
began expressing concern 
for some of the pond’s most 
beloved inhabitants — the 
turtles. 

Volunteers from _ the 
NEHS stepped forward and 
obtained a permit from the 
Massachusetts Division 
of Fisheries and Wildlife 
(MassWildlife) to trap and 
relocate the pond’s turtles 
to NEWC, where they will 


be cared for and monitored 
until their release back into 
Butler’s Pond. The turtles 
will be trapped using “hoop 
traps,” which are basically 
large circular lobster traps. 
Each trap will be baited with 
a can of sardines to entice 
the turtles to enter. Trapped 
turtles will be identified to 
species, secured, and then 
transported by car to the 
New England Wildlife Cen- 
ter. 

Trapping will begin on 
Thursday, Aug. 19th and 
traps will be removed on 
Monday, Aug. 23rd, of- 
ficials said. Traps will be 
emptied each day and the 
turtles will be transported to 
NEWC. Following the trap- 
ping process, the contractors 
performing the restoration 
work will mobilize on-site 
beginning Aug. 27th.

Route 3 Billboard 
Withdrawn By Applicant

The developer seeking 
permission to install a digi- 
tal billboard along Route 3 
in Quincy — a proposal that 
drew opposition from Quin- 
cy and Braintree residents 
and elected officials — has 
withdrawn his request to do 
sO. 

The John Flatley Com- 
pany had been seeking ap- 
proval from the Quincy 


Zoning Board of Appeals. 


to construct the new digital 
billboard at 1 Crown Drive, 
which is located within the 
Elevation apartment com- 
plex at Crown Colony. The 
board held a public hearing 
on the proposal on July 13 
and was scheduled to take 
up the matter again on Aug. 
10. 

Prior to the Aug. 10 hear- 
ing, however, the applicant 
asked that the request be 
withdrawn without preju- 
dice. The ZBA approved 
the request to withdraw the 
application in a unanimous 
vote. 

The proposed 35-foot- 
tall digital billboard would 
have faced toward Route 3 
and Braintree and would re- 
place an existing billboard 
already on site. 

During last month’s pub- 
lic hearing, Douglas Rich- 
ardson, a vice president with 
the John Flatley Company, 
said the height of the bill- 
board, 35 feet, was chosen 
because it is 18 feet lower 
than the nearby buildings 
that comprise the Elevation 
apartment complex. Rich- 
ardson presented the ZBA a 
slideshow he said indicated 
the billboard would have no 


visual impacts when viewed 
from the Common Street 
neighborhood and other ar- 
eas in Braintree. 

Drivers headed north- 
bound on Route 3, Rich- 
ardson added, would have 
a “very limited view” of the 
sign. He said the billboard 
would be placed at an angle 
and its pixels would use 
shades — which he likened 
to blinders used on horses — 
to limit the amount of bleed 
from the side of the signs. 

Residents and _ elected 
officials from Braintree, 
however, said the digital 
billboard would negatively 
impact the quality of life in 
their community. 

Braintree Town Coun- 
cillor Julia Flaherty, whose 
district includes Common 
Street and other nearby ar- 
eas, said the sign would be 
visible in areas at a higher 
elevation than Common 
Street and in the second 
floors of homes, particularly 
in winter when there are no 
leaves on trees. 

“It will impact our prop- 
erty values. It will impact 
our quality of life. No digi- 
tal billboard belongs that 
close to a residential neigh- 
borhood,” she said at the 
July public hearing. “I really 
hope that Braintree neigh- 
borhoods are not irrelevant 
to your consideration.” 

Braintree Town Council- 
lor Steven Sciascia, whose 
district abuts Flaherty’s, 
noted that a digital billboard 
next to Route 3 in Wey- 
mouth generated complaints 
from residents 
cerned about light pollution

“The issue is not the bill- 
board, it is the fact that it 
is a digital, 24-hour-a-day 
lighted billboard that will 
be seen ‘from a lot of areas 
in Braintree,” Sciascia said 
last month. “Those lights 
radiate. Everyone has seen 
them. You have heard all the 
controversy from towns like 
Weymouth that have signs 
like this go in and the im- 
pact it has on neighbors.” 

While the developer had 
been seeking permission to 
build the new billboard, a 
provision in Quincy’s mu- 
nicipal code prohibits the 
construction of new bill- 
boards and also prevents the 
ZBA from granting a vari- 
ance for such a sign. 

“The construction of 
new off-premises signs, in- 
cluding billboards, is pro- 
hibited throughout the City 
and the City may not issue 
permits for their construc- 
tion or relocation. No use 
variance shall be granted 
to vary this provision,” the 
municipal code states. 

At the July public hear- 
ing, Edward Fleming, the 
applicant’s attorney, said a 
separate section of the code 
gives the ZBA the ability 
to grant use variances in all 
zoning districts throughout 
the city — a provision he 
said was not changed when 
the City Council barred the 
ZBA from granting vari- 
ances fon billboards. In ad- 
dition, Fleming said the 
ability to permit billboards 
ultimately with the 
state’s Outdoor Advertising 
Board.

Councillor At-Large Race 
Now Four-Way Contest For Three Seats

Michael Bellotti is no 
longer seeking a spot on the 
City Council this fall, leav- 
ing four candidates in the 
running for three at-large 
seats. 

Bellotti had qualified for 
the ballot in the November 
election but on Aug. 12 an- 
nounced he would be with- 
drawing from the race. In a 
statement to The Sun, Bel- 
lotti said he was forgoing 
‘a bid for an at-large seat to 
focus on his role as the trea- 
surer of Norfolk County. 

“During the past several 
days, I’ve received an out- 
pouring of encouragement 
to run for an at-large seat on 
the Quincy City Council. I 
have always appreciated the 
confidence and backing that 
my fellow Quincy neigh- 
bors have given to me in my 
elections as State Represen- 
tative, Norfolk Sheriff and 
County Treasurer. It would 
indeed be an incredible op- 
portunity to serve on the 
city council and work with a 
mayor of Tom Koch’s cali- 
ber,” Bellotti said. 

“In politics, however, 
timing is everything. And 
right now, my time has to be 
focused on my current role 
as County Treasurer. In the 
next two years, my office

will be in charge of distrib- 
uting 137 million dollars in 
Covid relief funding, along 
with being a partner with 
other county agencies in im- 
plementing major structural 
reforms. 

“IT want to thank every- 
one who encouraged me to 
run. Your words of advice 
and support were deeply ap- 
preciated not just by me, but 
also my family.” 

Bellotti, a Squantum 
resident, served six years 
as a state representative 
and then 20 years as county 
sheriff. He left his position 
as sheriff in 2018 to become 
interim president of Quincy 
College. Bellotti led the mu- 
nicipally owned school for a 
year and was elected county 
treasurer last November.

During this time of the year, college students are having 
to spend money on tuition payments and school supplies as 
they begin a new semester. However, scammers are taking 
this opportunity to try to steal some of that money through 
various schemes and scams. 

According to BBB’s most recent Scam Tracker Risk Re- 
port, adults ages 18-24 reported the highest median losses 
($150) and many of the scams took place online. 

With many colleges considering their COVID-19 poli- 
cies for school years, scammers will still take advantage of 
the situation using tactics that have worked in the past. One 
tactic that has been used to get students’ personal informa- 
tion is a phishing email that claims to be from the school’s 
“Financial Department.” The email claims to have informa- 
tion about an economic stimulus check or may ask for per- 
sonal identification to verify that the student has received a 
COVID-19 vaccination. Or, if the student hasn’t received 
one yet, may offer locations on where to get one. Messages 
via text or email may appear to instructing to click on a link 
provided in the email and log in with a student username 
and password. Don’t do it; by doing so, it could provide 
the user name, password, or other personal information to 
scammers, while possibly downloading malware onto the 
device. 

Whether you are a student starting school away from 
home or have young students who may be vulnerable to 
such scams, BBB recommends watching out for these fi- 
nancial scams before heading into the new semester. 

¢ Fake credit cards - Offers to apply for the first credit 
card are tempting to many students. Not only could this cre- 
ate credit problems down the road due to unchecked spend- 
ing, some of the deals could be phony offers designed to get 
access to personal information. Research the offers from the 


credit card flyers as well as the banking institutions before 
applying. Review the BBB Tip on Credit Card Scams. 

¢ Too Good to be true apartments - It’s hard to not 
jump on a convenient apartment so close to campus, espe- 
cially if it advertises affordable rent. It’s tempting to hand 
over credit card information online to lock in a great spot, 
but it’s always worth seeing the apartment in person prior to 
a money transfer. This also applies to Craigslist ads of other 
students looking for roommates. 

¢ Safe credit reports - It’s a good idea to start practic- 
ing some healthy money habits as early as the age of 18. 
One such habit is regularly checking your credit report for 
unusual activity and possible ID fraud. The official govern- 
ment website to do this for free is annualcreditreport.com. 

¢ Scholarship and grant scams - Be wary of phone calls 
from companies guaranteeing they can help reduce loan 
payments or offer a hefty grant. Searching the company’s 
name online could bring up scam alerts or negative reviews 
from other consumers. Read reviews and complaints about 
the company at BBB.org and contact the school’s financial 
aid office for advice and help regarding financing your edu- 
cation. Scholarship scams can affect college students even 
after graduation; read our tips on scholarship scams. 

* Online shopping scams - Online purchase scams were 
the #1 culprit for scams in 2020 attacking 18-25 year olds 
especially through social media platforms and apps. BBB 
has tips for smart shopping online. 

¢ Awareness of current scams - As tech savvy as cur- 
rent college students can be, a surprising number of scams 
reported to BBB’s ScamTracker are from students who 
learned their lesson too late. Use BBB’s ScamTracker to 
learn of the latest scam trends.and read local reports of spe- 
cific incidents.

Anne Mahoney, however, 
said the intent of city coun- 
cillors was clear when they 
barred the ZBA from grant- 
ing variances for new bill- 
boards. 

“The city of Quincy made 
it very clear that we do not 
want billboards anymore in 
the city,” she said at the July 
meeting. “Billboards do not 
have an economic value for 
the residents of the city of 
Quincy. It doesn’t make the 


area more valuable — it actu- 
ally depresses the area, and 
that is a fact if you do the 
research.” 

Members of the zoning 
board also expressed skep- 
ticism over the proposed 
billboard at the July public 
hearing. 

Michael Covais, the 
board’s vice chairperson, 
said he was concerned about 
the proposed location of the 
sign along Route 3, calling 
it a “terrible place for it.” 


“Though it is not part of 
my job, I know, I am con- 
cerned about our neighbors 
too. We should be good 
neighbors,” Covais added. 
“The citizens of Quincy 
aren’t going to get anything 
out of it and the citizens of 
Braintree may have some 
problems.” 

Martin Ajkens, _ the 
board’s chairperson, like- 
wise questioned what value 
the new billboard would 
provide to Quincy. Aikens 


said he did not want to vote 
on the matter at the July 13 
meeting because the board 
received more than 40 let- 
ters about the proposal and 
wanted time to consider that 
input prior to casting a vote. 

In addition, ZBA mem- 
ber Brian Radell said he 
wanted to hear from the city 
solicitor or another city offi- 
cial about whether the board 
could even grant a variance 
for the billboard before a 
vote on the matter.

Movie Review: ‘The Suicide Squad’

“The Suicide Squad” has 
probably the most important 
“The” in movie title history, 
sO important that it should 
be alphabetized under “T” 
instead of. “S.” This is a 
film that desperately wants 
to differentiate itself from 
2016’s “Suicide Squad,” a 
film with tremendous po- 
tential that managed to blow 
one opportunity after an- 
other. The film is based on 
characters from DC Comics, 
and promises to “get them 
right this time,” a promise 
that has worked to vary- 
ing degrees in the past. For 
every “Deadpool,” there’s 
a “Fant4stic,” but the addi- 
tion of controversial direc- 
tor James Gunn and a turn- 
up of R-rated content lias 
gotten fans excited for an 
edgier film. And yes, this is 
the better of the two “Sui- 
cide Squad” movies, but it’s 
mostly by default. 

Only four characters 
from the first movie re- 
turn here: franchise stand- 
out Harley Quinn (Margot 
Robbie), team organizer 
Amanda Waller (Viola Da- 
vis), team babysitter Rick 
Flag (Joel Kinneman), and 
barely-tolerated team mem- 
ber Boomerang (Jai Court- 
ney). Waller puts together 
teams of criminals to do 
black ops missions with no 
expectations of survival. In 
this movie it’s actually two 
teams, but one fares very 
poorly. Some of the actors 
on that team seem to have 
been cast just so the audi- 
ence can cheer for their fac- 
es getting blown off. It’s the 
second team that gets most 
of the focus after the open- 
ing scene. 


New characters include 
weapons expert Bloodsport 
(Idris Elba), other weapons 
expert Peacemaker (John 
Cena), rodent-controller 
Ratcatcher 2 (Daniela Mel- 
chior), self-explanatory 
Polka-Dot Man _ (David 
Dastmalchian), and love- 
able maneater King Shark 
(Sylvester Stallone). I liked 
most of these characters, es- 
pecially Bloodsport thanks 
to Elba, but I didn’t go so 
much for King Shark. With 
his monosyllabic vocabu- 
lary and Gunn’s direction, it 
felt too much like the movie 
was trying to turn him into 
the DCEU’s version of 
Groot. I would much rather 
the film have imported the 
charming Ron _ Funches 
from the “Harley Quinn” 
TV series to voice the char- 
acter. 

Waller sends the teams 
in to a South American is- 
land that houses a Nazi-era 
laboratory that holds an ex- 
traterrestrial presence. The 
country has recently under- 
gone a revolution, with a 
revolution to that revolution 


coming soon. I could have 
gone without either revolu- 
tion storyline, even though 
they’re the backdrop for 
the only interesting Harley 
scenes in the movie. The 
team eventually locates The 
Thinker (Peter Capaldi), 
who introduces them to 
Starro the Conquerer, a gi- 
ant starfish who serves as 
the Big Bad of the film. 

The film jumps around 
in time a lot, a device I usu- 
ally despise, but it’s handled 
well here. Much of the ac- 
tion is taking place concur- 
rently, so it makes sense 
that we’d have to see one 
set of scenes, then the other. 
Again, the stuff with Harley 
and the new government is 
the most awkward fit of the 
bunch, but the movie had to 
give us some Harley-centric 
scenes at some point, and 
they’re good scenes in and 
of themselves, just not a 
great fit with the search for 
the laboratory. 

“The. Suicide Squad” 
falls into a few traps of the 
genre, with a few too many 
characters and subplots, but

it makes up for its shortcom- 
ings by being funny and ex- 
citing. It was definitely the 
right decision to go for the 
R rating here, and it makes 
the original seem even more 
toothless when you get a 
taste of what could have 
been. Sometimes you want 
to see bad guys just get 
bloodlessly swallowed up 
like in “Black Widow” and 
sometimes you want to see 
them get absolutely ripped 
apart like they do here. This 
movie doesn’t hit the target 
as well as it wants, but it 
doesn't waste its shot like 
the first movie.

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Ask Rusty: My Social 
Security Income Hurts 
When I File My Taxes

Dear Rusty: I am getting hammered with taxes on 
my Social Security (SS). I am retired and draw a meager 
work pension and SS benefits. When my wife and I filed 
our joint tax return we owed the IRS a substantial amount 
of money - they took 85% of my SS in taxes. We are just 
barely over the minimal amount of income allowed for 
SS tax exemption. Is there anything I can do so I do not 
have to pay all this money at once at the end of the year? 
I didn’t get any tax advice when I started drawing my SS 
and the guy who prepared our tax return couldn’t have 
cared less. No one ever told me that I would get double- 
taxed on the SS that I worked so hard for. Any help or 
advice is appreciated, I cannot take another hit like this 
again. Signed: Double-Taxed 

Dear Double-Taxed: Unfortunately, taxation of So- 
cial Security benefits has been law since 1983 when the 
law to allow 50% of benefits to be taxed was enacted. In 
1993 they added another threshold to allow up to 85% of 
SS benefits to be taxable. Just to clarify the way it works 
(not that it will soften the pain), they don’t.take 85% of 
your SS benefits away in taxes — but 85% of your SS 
benefits becomes part of your overall taxable income at 
whatever your normal IRS tax rate is for your income 
level. So, if your IRS tax rate is 10%, that percentage is 
applied to 85% of your SS benefits received during the 
tax year (at your income level). 

As for whether there is anything you can do, short 
of lowering your overall income the answer is no. The 
IRS determines taxability of your SS benefits based upon 
something called your “Modified Adjusted Gross In- 
come” or “MAGI” which is your normal Adjusted Gross 
Income (AGI) from your tax return, plus 50% of the So- 
cial Security benefits you received during the tax year, 
with any non-taxable interest you may have had added 
back in. With an IRS filing status of “married-filing joint- 
ly,” if your MAGI was more than $32,000 then 50% of 
your SS benefits are included in your taxable income; if 
your MAGI is more than $44,000 then up to 85% of your 
SS benefits becomes part of your overall taxable income. 
And unfortunately, there’s no way around that. FYI, the 
thresholds for single filers are $25,000 (above which 
50% of SS is taxable) and $34,000 (above which 85% 
of SS is taxable). Below those minimum thresholds for 
both single and married filers, Social Security benefits 
aren’t taxable. 

To soften the income tax burden when you file your 
taxes each year, you may want to consider having taxes 
withheld from your SS benefit payments. That’s easy to 
do by submitting IRS form W-4V to your local Social 
Security office. Here’s a link at which you can down- 
load and print that form: www.irs.gov/pub/irs-pdf/fw4v. 
pdf. You will sée that you can choose to have any of the 
following percentages of your SS benefit withheld for 
Federal Income Tax purposes — 7%, 10%, 12% or 22%. 
To find the mailing address for your local Social Security 
office, go to www.ssa.gov/locator.

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On Monday, July 26, at approximately 11:55 a.m., Of- 
ficer Habib was dispatched..to Jackson Street regarding a 
larceny of a moped. Upon arrival, she spoke with the victim 
who stated he last saw the moped around 3 a.m. His son had 
woken him up around a a.m. to tell him it was no longer 
there.

Officer Milliken was in full detail uniform at the time, 
working in a construction detail. He was aware of the prior 
stolen moped mentioned above. Officer Milliken stepped 
into the roadway next to his active construction detail with 
both hands in the air and yelled “Police, Stop!” to inquire 
about the motor vehicle violation he was witnessing, to 
see if the operators were actively licensed, and to inquire 
about his suspicions that the red moped may be stolen. As he 
stood in the street, the operator of the white moped ignored 
his commands and sped towards him, coming within close 
proximity to striking him. 

Officer Milliken stepped to the right of the vehicle and 
again yelled “Police, Stop!” to the operator of the red mo- 
ped. This operator came within mere inches of him before 
dumping the moped to the ground, causing significant dam- 
age to the front end. The passenger of the red moped fled on 
foot southbound towards Sea Street. Officer Milliken was 
able to grab the operator of the red moped briefly before 
being shoved and losing grip. Both parties eventually fled 
to the corner of Rock Island Road and Darrow Street where 
they met the operator of the white moped and fled down 
Rock Island Road towards Sea Street. Officer Milliken ra- 
dioed to communications for back up and multiple units re- 
sponded, setting up a perimeter in the area. 

After a brief search, the white moped was found, as well 
as the passenger of the red moped. Officer Milliken posi- 
tively identified him as the passenger of the red moped who 
had fied from him. Both mopeds were seized and towed by

The passenger, a 15-year-old male from Quincy, was 
arrested and charged with receiving stolen property and 
wanton destruction of property. Two suspects (operators) 
remained at large at that time. 

The following day, Officer Burgio conducted a follow-up 
investigation and was able to identify a possible suspect as 
the operator of the white moped. Officer Milliken was able 
to view pictures of the suspect and positively identified him. 
The juvenile does not possess a license or permit to oper- 
ate a motor vehicle in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
While operating a moped with no helmet, he ignored Officer 
Milliken’s lawful commands to “stop” and instead decided 
to accelerate towards Officer Milliken, almost striking him.

A 16-year-old from Quincy has been identified as a per- 
son of interest in this investigation. It is believed that he was 
the operator of the red moped, however, no charges have 
been filed at this time and this investigation remains open.

O’Donnell Reports Continued Increases In Norfolk Real Estate Activity 


Register of Deeds Wil- 
liam P. O’Donnell reports 
that the increases seen in 
real estate activity in Nor- 
folk County is continuing. 
The month of July in 2021 
from a real estate perspec- 
tive remained hot as there 
were increases in a num- 
ber of real estate indicators 
over the same time period in 
2020. 

“The Norfolk County 
real estate market contin- 
ues to be steady. There were 
16,623 documents recorded 


at the Norfolk County Reg- 
istry of Deeds which is a 
1% increase over last year’s 
July document volume,” 
O’Donnell said. “There 
were 2,061 deeds recorded 
out of this document vol- 
ume, representing a 16% in- 
crease over July of last year. 
Average sale price, again 
including both residential 
and commercial sales, in- 
creased 21% over 2020 to 


 $1,013,839.90. 


Even though there was 
a considerable increase to 


the monies for mortgages 
the number of mortgages 
recorded decreased over the 
previous year’s numbers. 
There were 3,443 mortgages 
recorded during the month 
which is an 17% decrease 
over 2020. Total amount of 
money borrowed for mort- 
gages county wide was well 
over 2 billon, a 61% increase 
compared to July 2020. 
“While some of the mort- 
gages are due to purchases 
and sales of real estate, there 
are a large number of indi- 


viduals and families taking 
advantage off historically 
low interest rates by refi- 
nancing existing mortgages. 
Individuals have different 
motivations to refinance. 
Some refinance to reduce 
their monthly payments, 
others to take some years off 
their debt while still others 
are using the money to pay 
for home improvements and 
other capital expenditures” 
O’Donnell said. 

“There. has been a 
strong demand for hous- 


ing, single family housing 
particular, coupled with 
a limited supply of avail- 
able housing stock and his- 
torically low interest rates 
which could be motivating 
buyers to do what is neces- 
sary to secure housing. The 
growth in numbers seen in 
2020 continues into 2021,” 
O’Donnell added. 

A moratorium on fore- 
closures in place during the 
pandemic in 2020 was lifted 
on Oct. 17, 2020. This mor- 
atorium was in place due to 


the COVID-19 pandemic. 
The Norfolk County Regis- 
try of Deeds has been close- 
ly watching the foreclosure 
market. 

“During July of 2021 
there were 5 foreclosure 
deeds recorded as a result 
of foreclosure processes 
taking place in Norfolk 
County. Additionally, there 
were 5 Notices to Foreclo- 
sure Mortgages, the first 
step in the foreclosure pro- 
cess, recorded here in Nor-

Steve Perdios, a lifelong 
Quincy Point resident and 
25-year community activist, 
announces his candidacy for 
Ward 2 city councillor. 

In this campaign §an- 
nouncement, Perdios said 
he attended Quincy Public 
Schools, graduated from 
Quincy High School, and 
went on to receive a BS. 
in civil engineering from 
Northeastern University. 
He has been a civil engineer 
focusing on clean water, 
sewer, and drainage issues 
since 1995, and is currently 
employed at Dewberry En- 
gineers Inc. in Boston. 

Steve, the father of three 
girls — Casey (13), Molly 
(11), and Hannah (10) — and 
husband of recently ap- 
pointed School Committee 
member Courtney Perdios, 
has deep roots in the Quincy 
Point community. 

“I grew up in Ward 2 
with my older brothers — 
Dan, Dave, and Don. It was 
a tight-knit community and 
a terrific place to be a kid. 
Now, my wife, Courtney, 
and I are raising our girls 
here in Ward 2.1 am running 
for Ward 2 city councillor 
because I want to ensure 
the city continues attracting 
young families and people 
who are invested in keeping 
our neighborhoods strong.” 

Steve is calling for a 
tax break for homeown- 
ers. “For years now citizens 
have had to put up with de- 
velopment in every corner 

of the city. New housing 
units have brought in more

tax revenue to the city cof- 
fers, but yet property taxes 
go up year after year. It’s 
time for homeowners and 
small businesses to get a 
break — a dividend from 
having to put up with the 


‘constant construction and 


increased traffic headaches. 
I’m calling on our city of- 
ficials to institute a 2-year 
moratorium on property tax 
increases. If elected, I won’t 
support any city budget that 
doesn’t include giving a tax 
break to homeowners.” 

Over his 25 years of com- 
munity activism, Steve said 
he has focused on balancing 
the fast pace of development 
in the city with the need.to 
maintain a high quality of 
life for city residents. 

“As founder of the Quin- 
cy Environmental Network, 
I spearheaded the move- 
ment to pass the Community 
Preservation Act (CPA) in 
Quincy, which has brought 
over $10M of state funding 
into our city. The CPA has 
allowed us to protect and 


improve the open spaces so 
many Quincy residents en- 
joy, and has also contributed 
millions of dollars toward 
historic preservation and af- 
fordable housing — aspects 
that enrich the character and 
livability of our city.” 

Steve said he was in- 
strumental in preventing 
further development along 
Falls Boulevard — a pro- 
posal for an additional 140 
rental units, which was op- 
posed by residents in the 
surrounding neighborhoods. 
Stopping this development 
spared the Faxon Park area 
from weeks of blasting and 
decades of even worse traf- 
fic congestion along Falls 
Boulevard and at the inter- 
section of Quincy Avenue 
and Southern Artery. Steve 
then led the effort to bring 
$3.3 million of CPA funds 
(half from the state) to pre- 
serve this 13.6 acre piece 
of property. This marked 
the first expansion of Faxon 
Park in 70 years. 

He said his work to pre- 
serve Faxon Park doesn’t 
end there. Steve said he is 
also one of the founding 
members of the Friends of 
Faxon Park. 

Steve has also worked to 
raise awareness of and ex- 
pand funding to preserve the 
historic Souther Tide Mill. 
A long-time board member 
and Treasurer of the Friends 
of Souther Tide Mill, Steve 
helped to bring $170,000 
in CPA funds for the Mill’s 
rehabilitation. The recent 
structural improvements 


have directly improved the 
quality and aesthetic of this 
historic city gem. 

Steve has been an active 
parishioner at St. Joseph’s 
Parish his entire life. He 
taught religious education 
and youth ministry for 17 
years and was a member of 
the Parish Council for four 
years. 

Steve also enjoys coach- 
ing his daughters and their 
teammates on their Quincy 
Youth Hockey and Quincy 
Youth Baseball teams. 

As acivil engineer, Steve 
said he understands the fin- 
er points of maintaining a 
healthy city infrastructure. 

“Roads, water mains, 
and traffic improvements 
will all be a high priority for 
me.

Koch said the Donahue 
Institute at the University 
of Massachusetts estimated 
Quincy’s population to be 
106,000 earlier this year. 
He said city officials were 
awaiting ward and precinct 
data to determine whether to 
appeal the census numbers. 

“J just want to make sure 
the count is as accurate as 
humanly possible,” Koch 
said, adding that immigrant 
populations can be difficult 


The mayor said Quincy 
would now be eligible for 
new federal and state fund- 
ing because its population 
has surpassed 100,000. 

The census data indi- 
cate that Quincy’s white 
population decreased from 
67.3 percent in 2010 to 
54.2 percent in 2020. The 
city’s Asian population rose 
from 24 percent in 2010 to 
30.7 percent in 2020 and its 
Black population grew from 
4.6 percent to 5.4 percent in 
that same time frame. The 
city’s Hispanic or Latino 


3.3 percent in 2010 to 5.1 
percent in 2020. 

With 101,636 residents, 
Quincy is now the seventh 
most populous community 
in Massachusetts, up from 
eighth in 2010. Quincy 
edged out Lynn (101,253 
residents) and New Bedford 
(101,079 residents) for the 
seventh spot —- New Bedford 
was the state’s seventh most 
populous community ten 
years ago. 

Only Boston, Worcester, 
Springfield, | Cambridge, 
Lowell and Brockton have 


among Bay State cities and 
towns. 

The new census figures 
will be used to draw up pre- 
cinct and ward lines for lo- 
cal elections and will also 
be used to establish new 
federal and state legislative 
districts. The numbers are 
also used to determine how 
federal funds are allocated. 

Overall, Massachusetts’ 
population grew from 6.55 
million residents in 2010 
to 7.03 million in 2020, an 
increase of 7.4 percent. The 
Bay State will continue to

Members of the Zoning 
Board of Appeals balked at 
a 50-unit residential build- 
ing proposed for Bennett 
Lane near the Braintree 
town line, citing concerns 
over the number of parking 
spaces included in the plan. 

Developers Thomas 
Fitzgerald and John Whalen 
proposed constructing the 
new residential building at 
17 Bennett Lane, which is 
located off Independence 
Avenue. The ZBA held an 
initial public hearing on the 
proposal on Aug. 10 and 
will take up the matter once 
again on Sept. 28. 

The site at 17 Bennett 
Lane contains 23 ,872 square 
feet of land within an Indus- 
trial A zoning district, ac- 
cording to the city’s online 
property records. A single- 
story commercial building 
is presently located on the 
site. 

Patrick Foley, the devel-

opers’ attorney, said his cli- 
ents were proposing to keep 
the foundation of the com- 
mercial building in place 
and construct five stories of 
residential units on top of it. 
A total of 50 condominium 
units would be located in the 
five upper floors of the new 
building. 

Each of the units would 
include two bedrooms and 
two bathrooms. They would 
range in size between 1,264 
and 1,637 square feet. 

The developers set aside 
a total of 52 parking spaces 
in their proposal, including 
surface spaces and spaces 
located in a lower-level ga- 
rage under the building, as 
well as bicycle racks. Foley 
said people would be drawn 
to the building given its 
proximity to the Quincy Ad- 
ams MBTA station. 

“This proposal is 300 
yards away from the Quin- 
cy Adams train station,” 
he said. “The applicant has 


built condos on this street 
and the adjacent Oak Grove 
Terrace. Through their his- 
tory of selling units here, 


they have seen that most 


people who have bought 
here have one or no car. 

“The reason they buy 
these units is because of the 
close proximity that it is to 
the train station.” 

The residential build- 
ing would generate fewer. 
vehicle trips in a given day 
than the current commer- 
cial building on site, Foley 
added. 

“We also believe that 
this proposal will reduce the 
number of cars that come 
down the street on a given 
day,” he stated. “The current 
warehouse and manufac- 
turing plant has a constant, 
consistent flow of traffic that 
flows up and down the street 
all day.” 

One __ resident, John 
Rodophele of Grenwold 
Road, spoke during the pub-

lic hearing on the matter. He 
said the proposed building 
was too large. 

“It’s insane how big we 
are building these build- 
ings,” Rodophele said. “I 
think something could go 
there, but I think it should 
be less dense. This is crazy 
dense.” 

Martin Aikens, the chair- 
person of the ZBA, said he 
supported the proposal be- 
cause it would cater to peo- 
ple looking for easy access 
to Boston. 

“The train station is right 
there,” he said. “People 
needs these units, really, 
to grab the train and shoot 
into Boston to make all that 
money and not live and pay 
the rent in the city of Bos- 
ton.” 

Not all of the ZBA mem- 
bers were on board with the 
proposal, however. John 
Himmel called the number 
of parking spaces included 
in the plan insulting. 


“I take great umbrage 
with 50 units and 52 park- 
ing spaces. Not everybody 
works in Boston anymore 
— less and less people work 
in Boston. If young people 
are going to rent these, how 
many young people do you 
know that don’t each have 
an automobile,” Himmel 
said. 

“T think it is insulting to 
the people of Quincy to put 
50 units with 52 parking 
spaces there. I am not in fa- 
vor of this.” 

The board then voted on 
the proposal. Three mem- 
bers — Aikens, Michael Co- 
vais and Charles O’Brien 
— voted in favor of the pro- 
posal. Two members, Him- 
mel and Russell Chin, voted 
in opposition. A 3-2 vote 
would mean that the project 
did not have enough support 
to pass and the board reject- 
ed the proposal. 

Following the vote, Aik- 
ens called for a motion to re- 


consider to allow the devel- 
opers a chance to revise their 
initial proposal and return to 
the board in six weeks. That 
motion to reconsider passed 
unanimously. 

Chin said the applicant 
should go back to the draw- 
ing board and reduce the 
size of the building. 

“If everyone else agrees 
that one space per unit if in- 
sufficient, then I think you 
are looking at a little bit 
of a reduction in density,” 
Chin said. “I’m not saying 
an enormous amount of a 
reduction, but a reduction 
nevertheless so that there is 
at least visitor parking, there 
is at least some overflow 
parking, there is space for 
landscaping.” 

In addition to approval 
from the Zoning Board of 
Appeals, the developers 
must also get permission to 
construct the new building 
from the Planning Board. 


Ferry Service Is Major Priority, Ayers Says

During a recent inter- 
view, Rep. Bruce Ayers 
identified bringing full-time 
ferry service to Squantum 
Point Park as one of his big- 
gest priorities. Ayers also 
said he- is working with 
federal lawmakers to see if 
funds from a $1 trillion in- 
frastructure package pend- 
ing on Capitol Hill could be 
used to support the proposal. 

For the past six years, the 
city of Quincy has partnered 
with the town of Winthrop 
to provide seasonal ferry 
service between the two 
communities and Boston. 
The ferry currently departs 
Quincy five times each 
weekday — at 6:50, 7:40 and 
10:50 a.m. and 4:40 and 
6:25 p.m. The first four trips 
service Boston’s Central 
Wharf, located near the New 
England Aquarium, and the 
Seaport District, while the 
last ferry trip of the day ser- 
vices only Winthrop. 

Since the ferry service, 
known as the Marina Bay 
Ferry, first launched in 2016, 
the city has worked with 
the state to extend Com- 
mander Shea Boulevard to 
Squantum Point Park. The 
state funded the project as 
a mitigation measure for 
the mixed-use development 
at the North Quincy MBTA 
station. 

That project, Ayers said, 
was an important step for 
bringing full-time ferry 
service to the state-owned 
Squantum Point Park be- 
cause commuters no longer 
need to travel through Ma- 
rina Bay to reach it. 

“It’s been six years now 
that we have been working 
in partnership with the town 
of Winthrop. Over those 


six years, the city, working 
with the state, DCR, we’ve 
worked on _ establishing 
better infrastructure,” said 
Ayers, a Quincy Democrat. 

“Commander Shea Bou- 
levard now goes right into 
Squantum Point Park. It has 
its own access road. That 
was a concern to the resi- 
dents of Marina Bay, they 
wanted to make sure they 
had their own access road to 
take some of the traffic off 
the streets there. We were 
able to do that, which was a 
major step. 

“We are in a unique pre- 
dicament where we’ve got 
close to 900 spots, a pier, a 
dock. A lot of emphasis now 
is being put on coastal com- 
munities and water trans- 
portation. There have been 
studies by the Pioneer Insti- 
tute and the Boston Harbor 
[Now] that say water trans- 
portation is the way to go. 
We are trying to capitalize 
on that. I got $110,000 in the 
House budget to support the 
ferry for this year.” 

The US Senate approved 
a $1 trillion infrastructure 
bill in a 69-30 vote on Aug. 
9; the measure must still be 
approved by the US House 
of Representatives. Ayers 
said he is working with 
members of Massachusetts’ 
congressional delegation to 
see if funds from the bill 
could be used to support 
ferry service. He has also 
talked with his colleagues 
from other coastal commu- 
nities in the Greater Boston 
area to discuss a regional 
partnership for ferry service. 

“The federal bill that was 
passed yesterday, the major 
transportation infrastructure 
bill, we are trying to see if 
there are any monies — we 


are working with Congress- 
man Lynch and obviously 
Senator Markey to see if 
there is some monies that 
would be available that we 
would qualify for,’ Ayers 
said. 

“Boston has some of the 
worst traffic in the coun- 
try — we’ve all been there, 
we've all seen it. We’ve 
got waterfront access to 
Downtown Boston. Right 


now, there are two stops — 
Winthrop being a third. I’m 
talking with my colleagues 
like Joan Meschino down in 
Hingham and others on the 
North Shore to see if they 
would be interested in part- 
nering. UMass Boston has 
expressed an interest. There 
is a lot of potential there for 
the program to grow. 

“We will be exploring all’ 
the funding opportunities, 
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both state and federal, but 
the city, the mayor, Council- 
lor Harris, [state Sen.] John 
Keenan — everybody - is all 
for water transportation.” 

Ayers said the residents 
and business owners in his 
district support bringing 
full-time ferry service to 
Squantum Point Park. 

“The goal is to establish 
a full-time ferry. I talk to 
the folks out in Squantum, 


Marina Bay, North Quincy. 
They love concept to be able 
to hop on the ferry, wheth- 
er to go back and forth for 
work or for recreational pur- 
poses,” he said. 

“When you talk to the 
business owners out at Ma- 
rina Bay or the stakeholders 
even like Boston Scientific, 
they like the options to have 
their employees go back and 
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forth as far as Boston Sci- 
entific. One of their main 
roles is getting some of the 
equipment they build to Lo- 
gan Airport — all the medical 
devices that they build. 
“When you look at the 
boardwalk businesses down 
at Marina Bay, they love the 
fact that tourism would be 
coming over. It would be 


nice for someone to have 
that opportunity to come 
from Boston to Marina Bay 
for the afternoon and solicit 
our services out there — take 
advantage of the restaurants. 
The same with some of the 
folks that might want to 
go to Boston or the North 
Shore, Hingham, Plym- 
outh, other areas of town. 
It wouldn’t be too much 


work to maybe accommo- 
date some short-range goals 
there.” 

Most riders who use the 
ferry are commuters headed 
to work in Boston, Ayers 
said, though some people do 
use it recreationally. 

“T think the highest vol- 
ume of people are probably 
your workers going in town 
finding another method of

Docents will welcome 
visitors and answer their 
questions as stories of the 
Edmund Quincy Family 
who first settled on the prop- 
erty in the 1630s are shared. 
Docents will also be recog- 
nizing the August wedding 
anniversary of Dorothy 
Quincy and John Hancock. 

Dorothy Quincy was 
considered to be beautiful, 
cultured and according to a 
mention in the memoirs of 
the artist, John Singleton 
Copley, who painted her 
portrait in 1772, “among 
the distinguished women of 
the time ...” Little wonder 
she caught the attention of 
John Hancock, patriot and 
wealthy Boston merchant. 
When Dorothy’s mother 
died in 1769, Lydia Hench- 
man Hancock, aunt to John, 
soon became  Dorothy’s 
chaperone and greatly influ- 
enced the budding romance 
between Dorothy and John. 

In April 1775, when

troops reached Thaddeus 
Burr in Fairfield, CT, he pre- 
pared to welcome his friend 
John Hancock temporary 
refuge from British troops 
at his homestead. Back in 
Lexington, Dorothy Quincy 
(a.k.a Dolly) and Aunt Lyd- 
ia, witnessed the Battle of 
Lexington from an upstairs 
bedroom at the old Hancock 
parsonage. The two ladies 
soon left Lexington to find 
shelter at the Burr mansion 
where they were entertained 
by Thaddeus and Eunice 
Burr for many months. And 
although John Hancock 
was consumed by his role 
as president of the Conti- 
nental Congress during that 
summer of 1775, he wrote 
frequently to his dear Dolly 
urging her to write him long 
letters. When Hancock was 
finally free to return from 
his duties in Philadelphia 
to Fairfield, he and Dorothy 
wed at the Burr mansion on 
Aug. 28, 1775. 

Sadly, the Burr mansion 
did not survive the ravages 
of war and was burned to 
the ground by the British 
in July 1779. Sometime af- 
ter the fire, John Hancock 
returned to Fairfield and 
urged his old friend Thad- 
deus Burr to rebuild. He did. 
Although the rebuilt man-

Ask John Paul: AAA New England’s Car Doctor 


I have a 1998 Subaru Impreza 2.5 RS coupe that is 
rusting in the rear quarter panels. Subaru only has the 
front panels available, and my autobody guy says he 
cannot find high quality aftermarket rear panels. Would 
you be able to tell me where we could look? 

The autobody shop has most likely tried all or the best 
sources for parts which leaves you with two options. The 
first option is removing all of the rusted metal and fabricate 
patch panels. This does take time and talent to get a solid 
repair. The second option is to use a replacement panel and 
rust proof it prior to assembly. The aftermarket panel fit may 
not be exact and may also require some extra finessing to 
make it look good. 

My Dodge Caravan has been smoking white smoke 
and almost but not quite overheated. I had someone 
look at it and the diagnosis is the engine needs at least 
one maybe both head gaskets. I only want the van to last 
through the fall. In years past I solved radiator leaks 
with some additive that looked like aluminum powder. 
Is there any magic product that I can add to the engine 
that will stop the head gasket leak? 

A neighbor of mine had a very similar situation and also 
didn’t want to spend the money on a vehicle that was near- 
ing the end of its life. Some shops had told me about a pour- 
in product called Blue Devil. The instructions are simple 
(you should remove the engine thermostat) and allow the 
engine to cool overnight, drain some coolant and add the 
product and let the engine run for 45 minutes. Then let the 
engine sit overnight, before restarting it. This Blue Devil 
product in the case of my neighbors van seemed to work-no 
smoke and coolant level is staying full. Shops tell me they 
have had about a 75 percent success rate. For less than $50 
it is worth a try. 

I am planning to put turbo or supercharger onto the 
engine in my project Chevy Blazer. I want to add horse- 
power and torque but don’t want to destroy the rest of 
the vehicle. I also have plans to upgrade the brakes and 
add larger exhaust. What else should I do? 

It really depends on the vehicle you are starting with. 
Adding a supercharger to a tired engine will give you more 
power but will also shorten its life. Before I spent any mon- 
ey, I would join a forum and talk with members who did 
similar upgrades. One of the more active that I have read is 
www.gm-trucks.com. You may want to improve the cooling 
system and even upgrade the transmission and change gear- 
ing. It really depends on how far,you imagination/plans and 
budget can take you. 

I recently read your answer about octane rating and 
possible damage to a Mercedes from using the wrong 
gas. My Acura states in the owner’s manual and on the 
gas door that 91 octane fuel is recommended. My part- 
ner and I argue over this; I don’t think it is necessary 
and he says it is. This bothers me for two reasons: it 
states recommended, not required (I take things very lit- 
erally) and there is no such thing (at least-in my area) as 
91 octane so he uses 93, octane which is more expensive. 

AAA engineers completed a study that concluded that in 
cars that recommend premium fuel, there may be a slight 
horsepower/fuel economy benefit of one to three percent, 
although in most cases there was no difference. Unless you 
are towing a heavy trailer on hilly terrain or a competitive 
racer I have found no difference in performance and fuel 
economy in day-to-day driving using 87 octane fuel when 
premium fuel is recommended. Years ago, when premium 
fuel only cost 10 cents more than regular fuel it made some 
financial sense. Today with premium fuel costing 20-60 
cents more than regular any mileage gains are lost to the 
extra cost of the fuel. One note of caution: for any vehicle 
owner, if your vehicle owner’s manual requires premium 
fuel use it, but if it is recommended our studies show that for 
most drivers it is just money wasted. 

I have a 1974 Chevy Camaro that I have owned the 
last 43 years it has been sitting in a garage idle the last 
15 years. What are your thoughts on it? 

The 1974 Chevrolet Camaro is not the most collectable 
Camaro. Even the most collectible 1974 Z-28 was under- 
powered compared to other vehicles of the time. Someone 
I know had almost the same car that sat for just about the 
same time, and because of sentimental value decided to re- 
store it. Every rubber seal needed replacement, the engine 
and transmission needed rebuilding, there were rusted out 
floors and the car needed a complete repaint. All of the brake 
system and as well as steering and suspension parts needed 
replacement. Plus, the interior was moldy and needed more 
than cleaning. When it was done it came out great, but re- 
alistically the cost of restoration was twice the value of the 
car. Because he had the money, and it was his high school 


car he thought it was worth it. To me he is going to need to 
keep it another 40 years to see any return on his investment. 
At this point I would have it towed to a restoration shop and 
have them evaluate the entire car and give you an idea (and 
it will only be an idea-there is always hidden damage/rust/ 
mechanical issues) what it will cost. 

I have a new Mercedes Benz E63 AMG and recently I 
lent the car to my brother. When he returned it, he had 
it washed and filled the gas tank. After driving the car 
for a few days, it started to run rough, and the check en- 
gine light came on. The dealer told me it was because my 
brother used regular not premium 93 octane fuel. The 
dealer needed to clean out the fuel system and replace all 
the fuel injectors (at my cost). I don’t blame my brother, 
but can just one tank of 87 octane fuel cause this much 
damage? 

It is important to use premium fuel in cars that require 
it, but one tank full is not going to cause a problem. Here 
is what is stated in the AMG owner’s manual: as a tempo- 
rary measure, if the recommended fuel is not available, you 
may also use unleaded regular gasoline. I believe the issue 
was not the wrong gas but contaminated gas. I would go 
talk with the gas station where your brother filled up. The 
contamination would not be just your car. I’m sure there are 
others. 

I have been hearing about the new small truck from 
Ford, the Maverick. What do you know of it and what do 
you think? Is it really “Ford Tough?” 

I have always been a fan of true compact trucks, and I 
think there is a market for a somewhat basic truck that can 
handle day-to-day driving, is easy to park, can handle trips 
to the home improvement center and is not outrageously ex- 
pensive. The Maverick is front wheel drive (all-wheel drive 
is optional), with a fuel-efficient hybrid engine all for about 
$20,000. Regarding “Ford-Tough” time will tell but Ford 
is confident this latest Maverick will not disappoint truck 
fans. I was able to look at a very early production Maverick 
recently and based on what I saw, Ford will sell as many as 
they can make. 

We have a 2001 Toyota Corolla with 170,000 miles on 
it and some minor rust and some city dents, and only 
one speaker for the radio and only AM works. Other 
than that, it’s a perfect car for me since I like the way 
it drives. The check engine light has been on for over a 
year and the car won’t pass inspection next January. Do 
you think it’s worth it to have that fixed or should we 
just donate the car? If we can get the check engine light 
off, any thoughts about the radio? 

I would certainly get an idea what the problem is. At 20 
years old and 170,000 the car could be at the end of its life. 
Since the car runs well it is possible the issue is with the 
evaporative emissions system. This is very common for the 
Corolla that the purge valve fails. When that system has an 
issue, the engine will run fine, but the check engine light 
will be on. Now of course this is just one possibility. At this 
point I would want to get a diagnostic check of the car as 
well as an overall evaluation. If the car looks like it is safe 
and can be repaired for $500 or so it may be money well 
spent. As far as the radio goes, mount a Bluetooth speaker 
and listen to music from your phone - it is the cheapest al- 
ternative to a new radio and speakers. 

I have a 2004 Ford Explorer and the air conditioner is 
not working. The air coming out of the vents is cold but 
there isn’t much of it. The fan speeds all work, and the 
vent flaps seem to open and close. Could the system be 
clogged up and not letting the air flow? 

I would start with looking at the blower fan. The fan is 
a cage design and I have seen some fans as they get old the 
vanes break off or the get so coated with dirt, they can’t 
move the air. The fan is pretty easy to remove only four or 
five screws and while it is out test to see that it is also spin- 
ning properly. The fan bearings could also be seizing up and 
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slowing the fan down. 

I have a 2008 Dodge Sebring convertible, and rarely 
do I put the top down, but the last time I did something 
broke. One of the neighbors forced a little cover and got 
the top to close. What can be wrong? 

I helped a neighbor with what sounds like the same prob- 
lem. When the top opens there is a retractable trim piece on 
the left and right sides. It covers the top mechanism, and 
it has a spring and slides on a 4-inch track. On this car, I 
removed the trim cover, removed the sliding piece allowing 
the spring to retract and now the top opens and closes nor- 
mally. I needed to screw the top trim in place with a couple 
of small screws and although it isn’t quite as pretty as the 
left side, the top works fine. 

I see these small cars with trailer hitches and never see 
them towing a trailer. In fact I’m not sure a VW Beetle 
or Mazda Miata can tow a trailer. Why would someone 
put a trailer hitch on a small car, if they don’t need it? 

A trailer hitch or receiver may never be used for towing. 
Years ago, I had a small SUV and installed a trailer hitch 
receiver to mount a rack to move a snow blower from my 
house to my mothers. The rack was also handy for carry- 
ing items that were dirty that I didn’t want in the car. Other 
people will use the receiver to mount a bike rack or carry 
beach chairs. Some people will occasionally tow with small 

cars. I did see a Miata pulling a big JetSki (probably not 
recommended by Mazda) out on the highway recently. 

I have a 2012 Nissan Altima coupe and recently a 
headlight bulb burned out. I bought a bulb and went to 
replace it and can’t figure out how you get to the bulb. 
Someone told me you have to take the bumper off; can 
that be true? 

In this case you do not take the bumper off (in some cars 
it is necessary) but there is a little extra work. You will need 
to remove the wheel and then remove the fender liner. Once 
the fender liner is removed you will be able to see the bulb. 
Unscrew the bulb holder remove the old bulb and then care- 
fully install the new bulb. Keep dirt and oil off the bulb and 
don’t touch it with your hands, use gloves or a clean towel. 
The oils from your fingers can cause the bulb to overheat 
and fail. 

Would you buy a homemade car? I recently saw a Co- 
bra replica for sale, and it looked good but then I found 
out the owner built it himself. It seems like there could 
be a multitude of mechanical and safety problems with 
something like this. 

Yes I would buy a home built car, but there are some 
caveats. Like any used car I would have it inspected by a ga- 
rage who had some familiarity with the base vehicle. Then 
it depends on the kit. I recently was at Factory Five Racing 
and saw how their kits are made. The frames and bodies 
were well done and they have years of experience refining 
their products and the knowledge to help their customers. 
Then you need to look at the drivetrain and suspension, was 
it new, did it come from a donor vehicle and how was it 
installed? If it looks good or looks like a project you want to 
finish, buy it and have fun. 
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Expert Repairs on 
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Insurance Estimates 
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My 2002 Chevy Avalanche 2500 with the 8.1-liter 
engine keeps turning on the check engine light and 
throwing code P1125 and when this happens the truck 
goes into reduced power mode. The accelerator posi- 
tion sensor has been replaced four times over a several 
years. The last one, a GM part, only lasted six months 
before the codes started again. Is there something else 
that could be causing this failure? At $3-$400 a repair 
its getting expensive. My other frustration is the local 
shop tech’s only want to replace the sensor not look for 
additional problems. Any help would be great. 

Unlike some vehicles there is no mechanical connection 
between the accelerator pedal and the throttle body at the 
engine. There are three sensors in the accelerator pedal as- 
sembly. Three separate signals, one that is redundant. Due 
to the redundancy if one sensor detects a problem the en- 
gine will operate normally, with the check engine light on. 
If two or more diagnostic codes are set involving more than 
one accelerator pedal pressure sensor the “reduced engine 
power” message will illuminate. Although the accelerator 
pressure sensor is the most common issue, other possibili- 
ties include wiring to the sensor or the throttle position sen- 
sor which is part of the valve body assembly. 

I have a crazy idea of turning a vehicle into a “tiny- 
house.” With what I learned from the pandemic, I don’t 
need to go to the office (my employer has gone 100 per- 
cent remote) and can work anywhere. I was thinking of 
subletting my apartment and buying a used Mercedes 
van or maybe a Ram Promaster van, adding cooking, 
bathing facilities and a sleeping/work area. I then want- 
ed to add a solar panel and invertor for power. What do 
you think? 

The idea has certainly become much more popular. 
Airstream trailers actually have a model that is half trailer 
and half office, just for that reason. On YouTube there are 
videos of everything from converted first generation Ford 
Broncos to van conversions, so it is certainly doable. On 
my radio program several years ago, I met Josh Theberge 
who converted a Promaster Van and travelled the country 
working remotely for several years, eventually building a 
second van. His experiences are pretty amazing. https://

I was talking with my buddies the other day about oil 
changes which most of us do ourselves. When it came to 
filter choice everyone has an opinion. I told one friend 
that I use a Fram filter, and he said the “orange can of 
death,” implying the filter was terrible. What do you 
think and would you use one on your car? 

Fram has been in business since 1934 and owns a huge 
percentage of the aftermarket filter sales. If the filters were 
poorly made, they would not still be around. Have I used 
Fram filters? Yes. But I will also say, if you have any doubts, 
use a factory oil filter. 


Everyone seems to have an SUV but I like a small se- 
dan. I have read that you have recommended to readers 
to move to a small SUV for ease of entry, versatility and 
a better view of the road. Still, I am looking for a small 
sedan. I have narrowed my choices based on availabil- 
ity to a Honda Civic, Toyota Corolla Nissan Sentra and 
Hyundai Elantra. Any thoughts on these cars? 

I recently evaluated the newly updated 2022 Honda Civic 
and found it to be a delight. The car rides and handles well, 
is comfortable and very roomy for a small car. My only 
complaints are a bit of road noise, and I still would like to 
see an actual tuning knob for the radio. The Toyota Corolla 
and Hyundai Elantra are always a good choice. Personally 
I haven’t driven the Nissan Sentra in a few years, but other 
reviewers put it closer to the bottom of the list. 

I just recently purchased a used Buick Regal with 
all-wheel-drive. I really like the car but compared to the 
10-year-old Buick I traded in this car has a clunk when 
shifting between reverse and drive. I went back to the 
dealer, and they said it was normal. What do you think? 

Buick considers some clunk normal and although some 
customers may find it objectionable if there are no worn 
components it is normal and should have no effect on du- 
rability and performance. Also since your new car is all- 
wheel-drive there are more components interacting with 
each other which will generate more noise. 

I have a 2009 Honda Fit, which I just changed oil, yet 
the indicated dash still says my oil condition is now at 
20%. How do I return it to 100% oil life since the oil and 
filter are new? 

Every car is a little different when it comes to resetting 
maintenance reminders. Some require a scan tool and others 
like your Honda are menu driven. Turn the ignition switch 
to the ON position. Press the select/reset knob repeatedly 
until the engine oil life is displayed. Press the select/reset 
knob for about 10 seconds. The engine oil life and the main- 
tenance item code(s) will blink. Press the select/reset knob 
for another 5 seconds. The maintenance item code(s) will 
disappear, and the engine oil life will reset to “100.” 

How many miles is it safe to switch to synthetic oil? I 
have 6,000 miles on my 2019 car and want to switch to 
synthetic oil. 

There was a time where it was thought switching to 
synthetic oil early in the life of an engine would not allow 
the piston rings to seat properly. Today, we see cars come 
from the factory with synthetic oil in the engine and the en- 
gines are fine. Call me a little old-fashioned I typically wait, 
depending on the car, until the second oil change before 
switching to full synthetic oil. Since your car is two years 
old you can switch to synthetic oil with no worries. 

I have a car that my brother gave me and wanted to 
know if it’s worth putting money into to fix it or just get 
another used car. The car I have is a 2007 Dodge Nitro 
SLT 6 cylinder with all-wheel drive. The check engine 
and airbag lights are on, it failed emissions, brakes need 


to be done, it idles rough. The belts I see look like they 
need replacing. Plus, the two rear windows will not go 
up. 

You easily listed what could amount to several thousands 
of dollars’ worth of repairs. Considering the car is 14 years 
old and was not the best vehicle built by Chrysler at the 
time, even as a free car the repairs may not be a good in- 
vestment. At this point the best money you can spend is to 
have a good repair shop give the car a thorough inspection 
and get a detailed repair estimate of the overall cost of the 
repairs. As a general rule if the cost of the repairs exceeds 50 
percent of the value of the car, it is not a good investment. 

My daughter recently bought a 2006 Acura TL with 
206,000 miles on it. I have two questions. The owner’s 
manual says to use premium fuel. If she does not, what 
are the consequences? With 206,000 miles what oil 
should she use? The owner’s manual says 5w20 oil, but 
should she use conventional, synthetic blend or full syn- 
thetic? I had heard that using full synthetic in a high 
mileage car will cause oil to leak from seals. Is that true? 

If the owner’s manual or on the fuel door states premium 
fuel required you need to use it or risk engine failure due to 
detonation (pinging). If the manual only recommends pre- 
mium, use 87 octane fuel. The car’s computer system will 
adjust the engine systems to prevent any damage. AAA tests 
show that any loss in fuel economy is vastly offset by the 
reduced cost of regular fuel verses premium. Synthetic oil 
will not cause a leak, but it may find one and make it more 
noticeable. If this were my car and as much as I am a fan of 
synthetic oil I would use conventional oil and change it as 
recommended in the owner’s manual. 

I just read a column. I’m desperate, and hoped for 
some clear thinking advice. My 1996 Dodge pickup 
truck is in great shape, looks impressive and starts every 
time. It has been relegated to dump runs and trips to 
the beach with the dog. My dashboard, being a Dodge, 
disintegrated into chips and dust. I can’t seem to locate 
a replacement for a reasonable price. It ends up at like 
$1,000 for a piece of plastic, not including the installa- 
tion. I don’t care what it “looks like” so I am willing to 
think way out of the box. My question is there a way to 
find a dash that will basically fit - Ford, Toyota, Chevy 
or whatever. I’m one step away from using cardboard 
cutouts covered with resin and fiberglass. Thanks for 
your time I know this is a weird request. 

Not really a weird request. You have a couple of options 
that are relatively inexpensive. You could get a dash pad 
cover (looks like carpet) ($50 online) that covers most of 
the dash. The second option is a complete overlay of the 
dash, about $150 online. The overlay requires some prep 
and patience when installing but both could be workable so- 
lution. If the dash is really deteriorated, yes you could make 
something up with fiberglass. Hotrod shops build custom 
dashboards all the time.

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Ayers Encouraged Bridge Alternatives Being Considered 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Rep. Bruce Ayers said he 
is encouraged that state offi- 
cials are looking at sites that 
could provide an alterna- 
tive to a proposed recovery 
campus on Long Island and 
that Boston’s acting mayor 
has said she is open to using 
ferries to access the island 
should the campus be built. 

Then Boston Mayor 
Marty Walsh unveiled plans 
to rebuild the Long Island 
bridge three years ago. The 
bridge, if built, would con- 
nect Long Island to Moon 
Island, the latter of which is 
only accessible via Squan- 
tum and falls within Quin- 
cy’s city limits. The bridge 
would provide access to a 
new recovery campus on 
Long Island. 

Citing the impact the 
rebuilt bridge could have 
on traffic in Squantum and 
other parts of Quincy, Ayers 
and other elected officials 
from Quincy have opposed 
Walsh’s proposal to rebuild 
the bridge since its incep- 
tion and have urged Boston 
Officials to consider using 
water transportation to ac- 
cess Long Island instead. 
The permitting for the new 
bridge is currently the sub- 
ject of ongoing litigation be- 
tween the two neighboring 
Cities. 

In a recent interview, 
Ayers noted Walsh’s suc- 
cessor, Acting Mayor Kim 
Janey, who is among the 
candidates seeking a full 
term as Boston’s mayor this 
fall, in May told reporters 
that ferry service was being 
considered as an option to 
reach a new recovery cam- 
pus on Long Island. 

“For the first time in al- 
most 30 years, what you 
are hearing is Acting Mayor 
Janey, and even some of the 
other candidates, are now 
looking at it a little differ- 
ently. They are starting too, 
I think, evaluate other po- 
tential options,” Ayers said. 

“She had an article in the 
Globe and Herald about a 
month ago saying she would 
be open to a ferry, which we 
certainly liked because we 
know it is a more economi- 
cally feasible, environmen- 
tally friendly way to get to 
the island.” 

Walsh’s administration in 


2018 said the bridge would 
cost $92 million to construct 
and would be done using 
only city funds. During the 
recent interview, Ayers said 
the cost of the bridge could 
top $125 million and noted 
Boston officials have not 
said how much it would cost 
to open the new recovery 
campus on the island. 

“The Long Island Bridge, 
rebuilding that bridge, is 
just the first phase. The sec- 
ond phase is once they have 
access to the island, no one 
has really taken a compre- 
hensive study of what it is 
going to cost to build these 
treatment centers,” he said. 

“The buildings out there 
are all outdated and the in- 
frastructure is pretty much 
demolished, so the cost as- 
sociated with that could be 
astronomical. It could be 
more than the bridge. The 
time associated with that — 
it’s already been years, it is 
currently all tied up in law- 
suits, who knows how much 
longer that is going to go — 
but in the meantime, people 
are going without treatment. 
Recovery centers are maxed 
out.” 

Ayers said he was en- 
couraged that state officials 
in April presented initial 
plans to lease the shuttered 
Lemuel Shattuck Hospital 
in Jamaica Plain to a devel- 
oper or non-profit who could 
provide a range of services, 
including treatment for sub- 
stance-use disorder. 

“You've got a pre-exist- 
ing building there that is not 
being utilized that has the 
infrastructure — dormitory- 
style rooms, cafeterias, con- 
ference rooms, things that 
could be potentially utilized 
for a fraction of the cost 
and setup in a fraction of 
the time,” Ayers said of the 
Shattuck Hospital site. 

“They have closer ac- 
cess to the T, the buses, 
other centers that come into 
play downtown. It would be 
something that I think the 
candidates will probably be 
talking a lot more about. 
We’re trying to force the 
issue, Obviously, because I 
think it makes a lot of sense. 
It saves money, it saves time 
and it saves lives at the end 
of the day.” 

Boston officials should 


look at other alternatives as 
well, Ayers added. 

“There are two or three 
other locations that fit that 
kind of bill,” he said. “What 
Boston should be doing and 
I think they could be doing 
— maybe some of the candi- 
dates are already addressing 
this — is doing like a build- 
ing audit to find out what is 
available, what would meet 
the footprint, what is in close 
proximity to people who are 
going to need access to get 
to these places and then try 
to see if it is feasible to ad- 
dress everything that is as- 
sociated with it — what is the 
cost associated with it, what 
is the time to get in there — 
not only for addiction treat- 
ment, but for mental illness, 
for everything that we are 
encompassing here. There 
are other ways -to address 
it. Certainly, I think, that 
money would be much bet- 
ter spent. 

“I think now you will 
probably hear more from 
some of the candidates be- 
cause there is a lot of pres- 
sure on them now to address 
the Methadone Mile. Marty 
Walsh had a plan. Mayor 
Menino had a plan. It is en- 
couraging now that Mayor 
Janey is starting to look at 
other options and I think, 
from what I read in the pa- 
per, a lot of the candidates 
are being pressured to come 
up with other plans. I am en- 
couraged by it.” 

Should Boston go for- 
ward with plans to open the 
recovery campus on Long 
Island, Ayers said it would 
better served by ferries than 
a new bridge. 

“To build it...could be 
looking five, ten years down 
the road,” he said. 

“A ferry could be setup 
right away. There is a pier 
pre-existing that is already 
being used utilized for 
Camp Harborview. It proves 
that it is a legitimate means 
of transportation out there.” 

Ayers noted a 2002 re- 
port commissioned by then 
Boston Mayor Thomas 
Menino found that water 
transportation, not vehicles, 
should be used to provide 
additional public access to 
Long Island. While Long Is- 
land was then accessible via 
a since demolished bridge,

the report stated that the 
“landside roadway network 
in Quincy cannot support 
additional vehicular traffic.” 
Establishing water transpor-

Ayers has filed several 
bills related to the proposed 
Long Island Bridge. 

One of the bills would 
not allow construction of a 
new structure in or over the 
navigable or tide waters of 


two or more municipalities 
unless the affected munici- 
palities could come to an 
agreement on the project be- 
forehand. 

“I filed this bill to estab- 
lish greater communication 
and collaboration between 
not just Quincy and Bos- 
ton, but every municipal- 
ity that faces a similar issue 
throughout the common- 
wealth,” Ayers said. “This 
bill protects surrounding 
neighborhoods, it preserves 
the environment, it ensures 
economic accountability to 
the taxpayers, and it fosters 
a more productive partner- 
ship between communities. 

“The bill does not re- 


move any of the current 
requirements that exist for 
a project like Long Island 
Bridge to be approved. It’s 
an extra step in the process 
that ensures greater com- 
munication and cooperation 
between two cities or towns. 
It creates a requirement that, 
prior to the start of construc- 
tion, both municipalities 
must enter into an ‘inter- 
municipality agreement.’ 
One of the aspects of this 
agreement is a determina- 
tion on whether or not alter- 
native options other than the 
building or rebuilding of a 
bridge exist. It also requires 
a cost-benefit analysis for

all viable options, as well as 
a detailed study on the en- 
vironmental impacts, both 
short-term and long-term. 
“In relation to the Long 
Island Bridge issue specifi- 
cally, it would ensure a clos- 
er and more thorough under- 
standing of the entire scope 
of the project. It is also a 
proactive step to increase 
communication between the 
city of Quincy, and the new 


mayor of Boston once they 
are elected.” 

A separate bill he has 
filed would require the state 
to acquire Long Island and 
Moon Island from the city 
of Boston and to establish 
state parks on both; certain 
current uses on the islands 
would be allowed to contin- 
ue. Ayers said he would like 
the public to be able to use 
Long Island for recreation. 

“It is a beautiful recre- 


ational resource. I would 
obviously like to see a 
ferry service get reestab- 
lished there, something that 
it could be used to its full 
potential. Hiking. Fishing. 
Historical artifacts that are 
out there,” Ayers said. “It is 
such a beautiful resource. It 
is unfortunate that we can’t 
be taking advantage of that.” 

Ayers has also proposed 
legislation to study the fea- 
sibility of using the former 


sewage treatment tanks on 
Moon Island for fish and 
shellfish farming. 

“T am trying to come up 
with positive plans for some 
of the remnants out there,” 
he said. “My plan, and I 
have a bill on this, was to 
make it a fish farm basically 
for shellfish and different 
types of fish. You’ve got the 
perfect type. of infrastruc- 
ture there. You’re on an is- 
land surrounded by water. 


LaBrecque Field Renovations Done This Fall 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Renovations to Houghs 
Neck’s LaBrecque Field, 
which will include the ad- 
dition of a new walking 
path and the installation of 
a new playground closer to 
the site’s parking lot, will be 
completed this fall. 

The six-acre park is lo- 
cated near where Sea and 
Darrow streets converge. 
The field, named for Alfred 
LaBrecque, a World War I 
veteran from Houghs Neck 
who became president of 
the Quincy City Council, 
is presently home to a soft- 
ball diamond, a pair of bas- 
ketball courts and a play- 
ground. 

The renovation project 
inside the park, which is 
being funded by the city’s 
Community Preservation 
Committee, commenced in 
July. The work should be 
done by this fall, Ward 1 
Councillor David McCarthy 
said recently. 

“We should have it all 
pretty much done before the 
end of the fall,” he said in an 
interview. “They are going 
to jump on it.” 

The playground at 
LaBrecque Field is current- 
ly located on Hawthorne 
Street. To provide better 


access, the new playground 
will be located near the 
parking lot on Sea Street, 
taking the place of one of 
the two basketball courts. 
The second basketball court 
on site will be rebuilt as part 
of the project. 

“The playground will 
be constructed next to the 
parking lot, we’ll call it the 
first basketball court. That 
will be put up and the old 
one will stay up while we 
are putting the new one up 
until the new one is up. That 
way the kids won’t lose 
anything,” McCarthy said. 
“Where the second court 
was, we’re going to put a 
court back there — a brand 
new court.” 

“Tt will be out front,” he 
added. “You park your car 
right in the parking lot and 
step right into the park.” 

The basketball courts a 
LaBrecque are no longer 
used as much as they had 
been in the past, McCarthy 
said. 

“Tt’s sad to say that there 
is some activity at the bas- 
ketball court, not much. It 
used to be one of the tough- 
est basketball courts to 
get on to play a game,” he 
said. “The football got con- 


densed so there is not really 
any football practice down 
there. You’ve got soccer out 
in the field during soccer 
season and men’s softball, 
really no baseball. 

“It’s quiet. Too bad. The 
kids don’t go out like they 
used to.” 

As part of the project, 
a perimeter walking path 
will be built along the edge 
of the park with exercise 
equipment in various loca- 
tions, a new picnic area will 
be added, and the softball 
field will be leveled off. 

“There is going to be a 
little like, similar to Pag- 
eant, a sitting area right 
there right down in that cor- 
ner, a walking path around 
the perimeter,” McCarthy 
said. 

“We’re going to level the 
field. The field has always 
been tough, even when I 
was a kid. It needs to be lev- 

eled — it needs to be done 
over. The backstop out back 
that has been there forever, 
it’s just sitting there. It’s all 
rusted. We’re going to take 
that all down.” 

The playground pres- 
ently at LaBrecque includes 
a number of memorials. 
Some of the memorials, like

bricks, will be replicated 
near the new playgrounds. 
Others, such as trees and 
benches, will remain in the 
old playground area, where 
new plantings will be added. 

“We are moving the 
bricks over and replicating it 
over there,” McCarthy said.

build excitement around the 
ski industry in those early 
days. Mr. Kennedy hired the 
legendary Warren Miller to 
make a ski promotion film of 
a “ski hot dogger” doing cliff 
jumps at Tuckerman’s Ravine 
in NH, that was shown to The 
Ski Show attendees at the 
Hynes. 

Mr. Kennedy also loved to 
tell the story when he came 
up with the idea to build an 
industrial strength ski jump 
with white plastic bristles for 
artificial snow, employing the 
help of an industrial bristle 
manufacturer in NH. The ski 
jump was set up just inside 
the entrance of the Hynes 
Auditorium and professional 
“hot dog” skiers (early day 
extreme skiers) would jump 


over the crowd at The Ski 


Show. The hot doggers would 
schuss down the white bristle 
ski jump launch, jump over 
the crowd as they were walk- 
ing into the Hynes, and safely 
land on the matching white 
bristle landing pad. What 
could go wrong? That was 
Mr. Kennedy, always looking 
for excitement and entrepre- 
neurial opportunities to have 
fun while making money and 
connecting people. 

In the early 1980s Mr. 
Kennedy jumped on the tech- 
nology wave and started the 
Boston franchise of Action 
Telex, a competitor of West- 
ern Union. Action Telex Bos- 
ton was based out of an extra 
office at All-White Potato 
Company in Boston, offering 
local companies the service 


to send Telex correspondence 
messages to points all over 
the world for a fee. Always 
one to strive to preserve the 
value of an investment, Mr. 
Kennedy was fortunate to 
quickly sell his Action Telex 
franchise when he saw the 
advent of the fax machine at 
a local Boston food industry 
conference. 

Mr. Kennedy continued 
his love for sailing and ski- 
ing throughout his life. He 
proudly talked about winning 
the First Place Trophy with 
the “Silver Fox Sailing Crew” 
with his cousin Don MacGil- 
vray and his crew during the 
1995 New England Sailing 
Championship. 

Mr. Kennedy was very 
proud of his Irish heritage, he 
could have a tough exterior 
at times, and he had a kind 
heart. He was also very proud 
of and loved his family. They 
were the foundation of all that 
was important to him. They 
will remember all the fun 
memories they created over 
the years. 

Mr. Kennedy was the be- 
loved husband of 58 years to 
the late Rose I. (Volpe) Ken- 
nedy. He was the devoted 
father of Paul Kennedy, Jr. 
and his wife Maria, Melissa 
Kennedy and her husband Joe

Figural Bottle — “Figural bot- 
tles” are just what you would 
imagine — bottles shaped like 
living creatures or familiar 
objects. The earliest American 
clear glass figurals were made 
in the 1860s. In 1866, Dr. Fisch 
packaged his bitters medicine 
in, what else, a fish-shaped bot- 
tle. Brown’s Celebrated Indian 
Herb Bitters was sold in a bottle 
shaped like a standing Indian 
woman, from about 1868 to 
1875. Dr. Bell’s Tonic was sold 
in a dark amber figural bell- 
shaped bottle in about 1875. 
Probably the best-known an- 
tique figural was used by E.G. 
Booz from about 1858 to 1870. 
It is an amber log cabin with 
the name Booz embossed on 
the top. Since 1931 several re- 
productions have been made. 
Booz sold whiskey in the bot- 
tles; many taverns had them 
on their shelves, and custom- 
ers asked for “Booz,” the word 
still used in bars for whiskey. 
Generic figurals were popular 
bottles in the late 1800s and 
early 1900s. Probably the best 
known are violin, pig or fish 
bottles, all still being made. 
Some vintage glass bottles 
that copy a trademark, such 
as a Butterworth syrup bottle 
shaped like Mrs. Butterworth 
or the man representing Poland 
Springs water made it easy to 
find the product on the grocery 
shelf. 

Figurals helped make Avon — 
originally called the California 
Perfume Company in 1886, 
changing its name in 1929 — to 
become a successful cosmetics 
company with fancy packag- 
ing and home sales. There was 
a collecting frenzy from the 
1960s to 1980s for the empty, 
no-longer-made figural bottles. 
Unfortunately, empty bottles 
were stolen from the bottle fac- 
tory and sold to collectors as 
rare, increasing the supply and 
lowering both prices and col- 
lector interest.

But many other companies had 
unusual old figurals that still 
sell for high prices. This very 
rare 7-inch bottle shaped like 
a Prussian military helmet was 
made about 1890 of dark am- 
ber glass with a wooden spike 
and a partial German label. It 
sold in an online auction by 
Glass Works Auctions of East 
Greenville, Pennsylvania, for 
$780.

Inside the bottom drawer is a 
metal tag that says “JB Van 
Sciver Co.” The craftman- 
ship is beautiful.

The company 
made furniture, clocks, lamps, 
rugs and draperies. At its peak, 
it had stores in several cities. 
The company went bankrupt in 
1983, and production stopped. 
The remaining stock was sold 
at a warehouse outlet in 1984. 
If you just bought your display 
case, it’s worth what you paid 
for it.

Q: How old is Clint Eastwood 
now? Is he still directing or 
acting? Also, is he still mar- 
ried to that former newscast- 
er? —- K.K. 

A: Movie star turned filmmak- 
er Clint Eastwood has no plans 
to quit show business despite 
being 91 years old. In fact, he 
has a new movie due out soon, 
“Cry Macho,” in which he plays 
a former rodeo star who goes 
on a journey driving his boss’ 
son (Eduardo Minett) across 
Mexico and finds redemption 
through teaching the boy what 
is means to be “a good man.” 
Eastwood earned another dou- 
ble-hyphenated title for this 
project as director-actor. It’s 
Eastwood’s first acting role 
since 2018’s “The Mule,” hav- 
ing directed “Richard Jewell” 
after that, which was about 
the man who was wrongly ac- 
cused of being the 1996 Atlanta 
Olympics bomber. 

In an interview with People 
magazine, Eastwood said “Cry 
Macho” was 40 years in the 
making. He was asked decades 
ago to star in the film, but felt 
he was too young for the part. 
Years later he thought about di- 
recting the movie, but it “went 
by the wayside” until about a 
year ago, and now it “feels like 
I’m just at the right age and I 
thought it’d be fun to do.” 

As for his personal life, East- 
wood and Dina Ruiz divorced 


in 2014. They had met in the 
early ‘90s when she _ inter- 
viewed him for a local Mon- 
terey, California, news station. 
On retirement, Eastwood says 
he’s taking it “one picture at a 
time, but it was the right time 
for this one.”

After casting hundreds of other 
actors in the small but impact- 
ful role of Costner’s dad, an 
unknown named Dwier Brown 
was picked for the unforget- 
table role, but his career never 
soared like Costner and Liotta’s 
did after the movie. Most re- 
cently, he’s guest starred in pri- 
metime dramas like “Rizzoli & 
Isles,” “CSI” and “House,” but 
just never really had any big 
long-term parts. Brown gave a 
heartfelt interview in a recent 
documentary special about the 
film on FOX TV, and he previ-

Dog’s Begging Spirals Out 
of Control 

DEAR PAW’S CORNER: 
Our dog “Boadicea” is a 
sweetheart, but when she 
wants a treat she turns into 
a little monster. She drools 
on my arm, chews on my 
roommate’s shoe (with his 
foot in it), barks loudly, 
yips...whatever it takes. We 
eventually break down and 
give her a treat. This hap- 
pens several times a day. 
How can we stop this be- 
havior? — Darren in Man- 
chester, New Hampshire 
DEAR DARREN: There are 
two steps I’d recommend to 
curb this behavior, because 
you know the downside of 
Boadicea’s begging: spiraling 
behavioral problems, future 
digestive issues and potential 
obesity. 

First, reinforce her basic obe- 
dience training. Work with 
her at least once a day on 
the “sit,” “stay,” “lie down,” 
“leave it” and “come here” 
commands. I recommend not 


working with her during the 
time that you’re normally re- 
laxing in the living room with 
your roommate, because you 
want to try to reinforce that 
certain places and times are 
for training, play or treats. 
Obedience training alone 
won't resolve the problem, 
though, because she’s de- 
veloped a habit of begging 
whenever you're trying to 
relax or socialize. So, you'll 
need to employ the “ignore 
and divert” strategy as well. 
Ignore her attention-seek- 
ing behavior for a specific 
amount of time..say, five 
minutes. Next, command her 
to either sit or lie down, and 
give her a chew toy. When 
she inevitably gets up to beg 
again, repeat the process. 
Don’t give her a treat at all. 
This will take time, but even- 
tually she will get it. 

Many dog owners add a struc- 
tured treat time to the day. For 
example, after your dinner 
and dishes are done, she can 
have her treat. This will help 
reinforce when and where 
She gets treats, and how she is 
supposed to behave.

Assume you've arrived at three 
notrump on the bidding shown, and 
West leads the jack of spades. East 
contributes the nine on the first trick, 
and you take the king. How would 
you continue? 

At first glance, it seems you are 
faced with an impossible assign- 
ment. You have only eight tricks in 
view, and the queen of clubs is your 
sole hope for a ninth. However, there 


doesn’t appear to be any way to score 
a trick with the queen without con- 
ceding a trick to the king first, and if 
you do, East will run enough spades 
to set the contract. 

But when the deal occurred, South 
made three notrump, and, what’s 
more, there was nothing the oppo- 
nents could do about it. 

Declarer began by cashing four dia- 
monds, East discarding a club and a 
heart. Next came the A-K of hearts. 
East followed to the first heart, but had 
to discard a spade on the second one in 
order to protect his king of clubs. 

By this time, South had taken sev- 
en tricks and the defense none. It was 
clear from East’s discard of a spade 
that he had relinquished a spade win- 
ner in order to guard the club king. 
East’s remaining six cards therefore 
had to be the A-Q-x-x of spades and 
doubleton king of clubs. 

Accordingly, declarer next led the 
ten of spades from dummy. East col- 
lected four spade tricks, but had to 
lead a club at the end, allowing South 
to score the queen and ace and so 
make his contract. 

Note that East could not have escaped 
the impending endplay by taking the 
ace of spades at trick one and return- 
ing a spade to declarer’s king. In that 
case, South would have proceeded as 
before, eventually throwing East into 
the lead with dummy’s last spade to 
achieve the same result.

Non-Stop Acid 
Reflux? Look At 
Surgical Options 


DEAR DR. ROACH: I am 
a 78-year-old female who has 
suffered from acid reflux for 
many years and has been tak- 
ing Prilosec (omeprazole) for 
at least 15 years. I have heard 
that it is not meant for long- 
time use. If I don’t take it, I 
have such heartburn I can’t 
sleep and am in misery all day 
and night. I recently attended a 
seminar on the new LINX sur- 
gery and hope to have it done. 
Do you have any information 
on the success of or problems 
after this surgery?--J.B. 

ANSWER: The LINX device 
is a magnetic ring, placed by 
laparoscopic surgery, that helps 
increase the strength of the lower 
esophageal sphincter, the valve- 
like muscular structure at the 
junction of the esophagus and 
the stomach. This reduces reflux 
(backward movement) of stom- 
ach acid up into the esophagus. 
The procedure was very effec- 
tive at reducing both heartburn 
symptoms (89% before proce- 
dure to 12% after) and the need 
for daily medicines like omepra- 
zole (100% before to 15% after). 

The device has not been in 
use for a very long time, so long- 
term safety data is unavailable. 
Some people had to have the 
devices removed because they 
eroded into the esophagus, but 
only 0.3% of devices were re- 
moved at four years. 

There are other types of sur- 
geries used to treat reflux, most 
of which are effective at reduc- 
ing both symptoms and the need 
for medication. There are now 
options for treatment being done 
endoscopically (with an instru- 
ment placed through the mouth), 
without the need even for lapa- 
roscopic surgery (with the instru- 
ment being placed by small inci- 
sions through the skin). 
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My personal practice is to 
discuss medication treatments 
as well as surgical treatments 
for people with moderate to 
severe acid reflux. Surgery in 
younger people may have more 
benefit by preventing a life- 
time of daily medication. Peo- 
ple who do not get relief with 
medication are those who most 
clearly benefit from these kinds 


of procedures.

DEAR DR. ROACH: I am 
a 90-year-old man. My wife’s 
life was saved in 1952 with 
Red Cross blood. Since then, 
I have donated more than 31 
gallons of blood. My blood 
is CMV-negative. They want 
me to donate more. 

I had a CT scan after a 
fall, and a 1-cm ground-glass 
nodule was found in my lung. 
They are going to do another 
scan in six months to see if 
it is growing. The Red Cross 
said if I had cancer I should 
refrain from donating. What 
should I do?-- J J. B. 

ANSWER: Based on the 
information you are giving 
me, it’s about 90% likely that 
this will not be cancer. A repeat 
scan to see if it is growing is a 
good idea. 

Even in the unlikely event 
this is cancer, the likelihood of 
passing cancer cells along in a 
blood transfusion is very, very 
small. However, blood banks 
like the Red Cross are exceed- 
ingly careful to maintain a safe 
blood supply, and waiting six 
months to donate is safest. 

Let me add my thanks to 
your selfless giving of a pre- 
cious, life-saving resource 
-- your blood -- which is espe- 
cially valuable to people with 
immune system disease given 
the lack of the common patho- 
gen cytomegalovirus, which 
can cause serious disease in 
people after cancer chemo-

Sugar substitute suitable for

1. Preheat oven to 375 F. Spray a 
six-well muffin pan with olive oil-fla- 
vored cooking spray.

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Tips For Drying Flowers 


By MELINDA MYERS 

Enjoy and share the beau- 
ty of your flower garden all 
year long. Pick and dry a 
few flowers to use in flower 
arrangements, craft projects 
or as gifts for friends and 
family. 

Pick the flowers when 
they are at peak bloom and 
blossoms are dry. Cut flow- 
ers for drying mid-day when 
they contain less moisture to 
reduce the dry time. 

Use a bypass pruner or 
garden scissors to cut the 
stems above a set of healthy 
leaves. Remove the foliage 
and gather them into small 
bundles. Secure the stems 
with rubber bands that con- 
tract as the stems shrink and 
continue holding them tight. 
Use a spring-loaded clothes- 
pin to hang the bundles from 
a hanger, clothes line or nail. 
Allow the flowers to dry in a 
warm, dark, dust-free loca- 
tion. 

Flat-faced flowers like 
daisies tend to close a bit 
when dried upside down. 
Try laying them face down 
on a flat surface. Simply cut 
off the stem and place the 
flowers face down on news- 
paper in a warm, dry loca- 
tion. Once dried, you can 
glue them in place or use 
florist wire to create stems 
for arranging. 

And don’t forget to pick 
a few seedpods from peren- 
nials and ornamental grass- 
es. These have dried, for the 
most part, on the plants and

them dry.
